I  have  been  directed  to  you  by  Chief  Zabilski. 

Briefly,  we  have  a  group  of  homeless  people  that  are  living  inside  a  storm  drain  that  is 
partially  on  city  property  with  the  remainder  on  Cal  Trans/State  property.  The  storm  drain 
runs  underground  for  roughly  300  feet.  The  fenced  perimeter  is  in  need  of  repair  to  secure 
the  area  from  unlawful  entry.  The  location  is  Olive  St  and  Manchester  Ave 

We  have  responded  to  this  location  over  the  past  year  approximately  twenty  times  for 
rubbish  fires.  Most  recently,  it  has  been  noted  that  they  are  taking  power  illegally  from 
a  power  pole  at  that  location  into  the  storm  drain. 

Major  concerns:  First;  In  the  event  of  rain  they  will  be  in  a  location  that  could  bring 
significant  injury  or  death  to  people  inside  the  storm  drain.  Second  Due  to  the 
nature/location  of  the  site  rodent  infestation  is  obvious;  potentially  leading  to  the 
spread  of  disease  among  the  homeless  as  well  as  LAFD  members.  Third  If  they  become  ill  or 
injured,  due  to  the  confined  location  we  would  have  to  upgrade  to  a  confined  space  rescue, 
which  by  nature  is  a  slow  process  due  to  procedural  necessities  that  need  to  be  in  place 
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as  mandated  by  Cal  OSHA  before  entry  can  be  made  to  effect  a  rescue. 

Due  to  the  dynamics  of  the  location  we  can  be  on  scene  from  30  minutes  to  as  long  as  2 
hours  to  extinguish  these  fires.  We  have  attempted  to  resolve  the  matter  through  The  City 
of  Los  Angeles  Public  Works,  who  has  mitigated  the  city  part  of  the  issue.  However,  our 
Cal  Trans  partners  need  to  secure  their  property  as  it  once  was  or  there  will  be  no  end  to 
this  matter.
